A BUI to increase tke Knynber of lieprc- 
aeniattves of the People of iJiis Colony 
in the House of Assembly, and io create 
Xeio Electoral Districts, and for other 

purposes. 

Whereas, tho number of inhabitants 
of this Colony has greatly spreml and 
increased since the Proclamation of 
tho 16th of June, 1856, under which tho 
elections of tho House of Assembly have 
been hitherto rofjulated, and .some Districts 
have inoroiisod iii iinporf.:iiice more tiian 
others, and it is thorefuro expedient, as 
well us to give a right of Representation 
to Districts hitherto not Represented, aw 
also to divide some of the present Electoral 
Districts into soparate r Districts. . Be it 
enacted, etc. 

Sistricti. 

1. So much and such part.s of tho Vic- 
toria district as at present established, 
and also so much and such parts of the 
Eaqmmalt and Metchosin dislrict, as at 
present established, and are dijscribod in 
tho Schedule A, to this Act annexed, shall 
bo and constitute separate Electoral dis- 
tricts, under the name of " Tho Victoria 
Town District," and " The Esquiinalt 
Town District," The residue of tho Vic- 
toriaidi^iot ao4 Dsquimalt and Metehosin 
districts" not included in the said Schedule 
A, .shall continue to be electoral districts, 
and shall bo respectively styled " Tho_ Vic- 
toria County District" and "The Eoquinialt 

, juid Metehosin County District" 

2. The parts of Vancouver's Island lying 
northward from Victoria and respectively 
described and included in Schedule B, to 
this Act annexed, shall respectively bo and 
constitute now electoral districts, under the 
names of tho " Lake Pistriot" and the 

Saanich District." 

3. Tho said several new cle. tora! dis- 
' tricts shall bo respectively entitled to re- 
turn tho following number of niembors to 
represent them in"tho'B3ali% of Assembly, 
that is to say: — The Victoria Town Dis- 
trict, two members; the Esquimalt Town 
District, one member ; tlio Luke District, 
one member ; the Saauitch District, one 
member. 

Old Quallfloations. 

4. Tho qualification of persons who may 
sit as mcinbcrs of the said House of As- 
sembly, niul also of persons who may vote 
at the election of such meinbers, .shall bo 
sanio as by iaw now osfablishod, sulijocl to 
the further rights horoinaftor grant(!d and 
to i„th9 . further disqualifications, if any, 
hereinafter declared, 

dualiflcation of Voters. 

5. Every person not under tho disniiali- 
fications hereinafter mentioned, shall in 



future be entitled to vote at the election of 
members or a incitilicr for nny oleetoral 
district in this Colony, if he .shall be nds- 
sessed of either of tho following (iimlitica- 
tions, viz., If he shall hold in his own rigiit 
at least twenty acres of freehold land in 
one parcel, or if ho shall be seized or 
possessed of a beneficial estate, or i\i po.s- 
session of any real liereditiimuiits wliatevi'r 
of the value to sijll of ,£l(lll, situate in the 
district for which he tenders bis vote, and 
shall have been bona iide so seizcil or |K)s- 
sessed for tho space of tliree calciuler 
months before the time of tendering such 
vote, or secondly if he sliall bo in the occu- 
pation of any Real Estate in the district for 
which such vote shall bo tendered, lielung- 
ing either to himself or any other ]iersoii, 
at the yearly value of twenty pound.': ami 
upwards, and shall have been bona fide in 
the occupation of such Real Estate for tlic 
s))ace of at least twelve calender months 
]ireviously to tlie tendering of .such vote, or 
any person having charge of a farm, twen- 
ty "arcres at least of wliicli is under eiilti- 
vation, and having a .^liare in the inolit^ 
thereof amounting to at leasi onc-fuurth, 
provided ho shall have, .been in charge of 
the said farm at least twelve montlis ))re- 
vioiis to the time of voting. As also. 
Surgeons, and i'hysiciaus, possessing 
diplomas from ooiistituted Colleges in (irent 
Britain, Ireland, or the Colonics; Barris- 
ters, and Attorn(!yti, iiualified to practice in 
England or the Colonies, as also members 
who have graduated at any elvartered Col- 
lege or University, in Great' Britain or the 
Colonies, and can produce proof of tho .same, 
Providcil that they have resided at least 
six months previously in A'aneouver's 
Island, and provided always, tiuit no person 
shall be entitled to vote by pro.xy, or other- 
wise than by openly declaring his vote, nor 
lmvamoro^diMone-..T^te^QC6SrS^ 
in nny district. Provided also that only 
one person shall bo allowed to vote for one 
tenement or piece of land, inilesp the 
same shall have been bona iide conveyed 
to or by operation of law, Ijeccimo vested in 
divers persons twelve calendar months at 
least before the time of tendering such

Qualification of Hembers. 

C. No person shall in future be eligible 
to be elected, or if elected shall not be al- 
lowed to sit as a luemhor to serve in tlie 
House of Assembly of Vancouver's Island, 
excepting he shall bo possessed of in bis 
own right freehold property in Vancouver's 
Island, of the value of at"li'ast .CMH), and 
shall have resided at some time previously 
at least six months in Vancouver's Islanii, 
and must be quulitied to vote ; but the I'ol- 
fowing shall disqualify any person from 
being a member, or -from being elected a 
niemlier to sef vein tbe Houso of Assembly 
of Vancouver's I,»land : — 1st, being a sala- 
ried oflicer of British Columbia appointed 
Viy the Government; 'Jnd. having taken the 
oath of allegiance to, or become tlie eiti/.on 
of any State or nation, aeconliug to the 
laws "thereof, excepting he shall, previous 
to election have taken tlie "oath of Allegi- 
ance and Supremacy" before tho Judge of 
th(! Supreme Court of Vancouver's Island ; 
,'jd, bi'iiip; a minister of any Roligious De- 
nomination. But nothing in this Claiis(! 
slmll be construed so a.s to prevent tho 
Surveyor General of A'aneouver's Island or 
other persons, employed in , surveying or 
laying put, or Bolhng any portion of Van- 
couver's Island on bchnlfof Govcrninoiit, 
or t'o' Indian Agent or ,\gi'nts, or any 
jiersioi acting on behalf of Indians, or any 
S.ipervisor <if (ioveriinii'iit W'urks, or tlie 
Harbor blaster, or his (hqmlies from lieliig 
elected and sitting as niemln rs of the 
Ilousoof Assembly, provided they bo other - 
wise qualified..' 

DiiqnEklifleations. 

7. No person shall bo 'entitled to veto at 
any (deetion of a'Wember to si'rve in tho 
said House of Assembly, who shall at the 
time of tendering his vote, be a member (d' 
tb(^ Council or a paid .Magistrate, or sala- 
rieil oflii'or, serving in or under the dov- 
eriiment, or employed in eelli'diiig or 
managing any goverumeut duties w im- 



posts, or who shall be eiiijiloy ed and paid bv 
any candidate at the election at wliicFi 
.-ueh vote shall l>e tendered, or who shall 
lie Kcturning Oflicev, or Hevisor'Of the List 
of voters, or an alien, or a lunatic "or idiot, 
or under the atre of L'l years, or a female, 
or convii;ted ol' ])eriiiry, or subornation of 
periury, or hi-ihery at any election, or eon- 
vietiul or attainted of felony, or outlawed 
at any crimiiuil suit. 

Eeturning' Officer and Eovisor. 

8. It shall be lawful for llis E.Ncellency, 
the (Jovernor to Mp]ioiiit a fit and iiropin- 
person, in eaeli electoral district, to be the 
licturi ing (Jflicer therein, and al.so to ap- 
point a fit and proper person to be the 
llevis(r of tho List of ^ Voters, in all the 
electoral districts. But tlio'lleturning Of- 
ficer and tho Kevisor of the List of voters, 
shall not bo members of rlu^ J>egislature, 
and shall and are liereby declared to he 
disipialified from being elected iiieinbers or 
sitting as members oi' the Ibjuse of As- 
sembly of A'ancoiivcriS Island for 18 months 
after the date of their appointm.ent; but 
any Returning Ofiieer, or T^evisor of the 
List of voters, may decline the appointment, 
|)rovided that notice of non-a<'ce]itaiiee be 
sent to the Governor, within forty-eight 
hours after having received notice of such 
appointment. 

Legalising Proclamation, 

9. The saiil Proclamation of the 10th of 
.fune, 18.')(), and all the regiilaticuis now in 
force and use relating to the summoning 
of tho electors and holding elections, and 
returning sitting members to and in the 
said House, of Assembly are, so far as they 
are not hereby expressly altered, or are 
not repugnant to or inconsistent with the 
provisions hereof ineorjiorated in and con- 
firmed by this present Act, , , , 

-fi!4i. -Mfi.;^gl«tiBtton of.yotew,'/ 

10. And whereas the regulations here- 
tofore adopted are not generally known, it 
is expedient to declare as well as amend 
the same : be it therefore eniicted, that no 
perstm shall hereafter vote at any election 
of a member or niembors to serve in the 
House of Assembly of Vancouver's Island, 
excepting he be previously registered and 
retained upon the list of voters of the dis- 
trict or town in which 1h> claims to vote, 
fn order to form such lists of voters, the 
Sherifi'of A'aneouver's Island sliiiil, and be 
is hereby aiitliDri/.ed and enn)i>wercd, iui- 
nieiliately after the passage (d' this act, to 
]uil>lisli in various conspicuous situations in 
tho several districts or district towns or 
town in which iin election of a member or 
inenilicrs to serve in the House of Assem- 
lily sluill be alnuit t(! tiiki- pl.'ice, n notice 
either printed or written, according to the 
form numbered 1 in the schedule D to this 
act annexed, calling upon all persons who 
shall be entitled to vote in the election of a 
member or members to serve in the House 
of Assembly, in resjiect of any legal (piali- 
fication situateil within such district or 
town, to transmit or deliver to tlic saiil 
Sherilf of Vancouver's Island within — days 
next after the date of such .publication, a 
notice of their claim as Wicli' voters, accord- 
ing to the form marked 2 in the said sche- 
dule 1» to this iict annexed, or to liie like 
etl'eet ; such notice being signed by tlie 
claimant, who shall at the same time tr.ans- 
mit or (bdivcr to the aforesaid ShcrifT the 
sum of four shillings and two penco, with- 
out which pdyoierit tlte olaim 'shall not be 
registi red. All notices of claim to vote 
shall, immediately upon reeoi])t thereof and

anv ]H'rsiiii making any knowingly false 
declaration therein hIuiII he deeiii(>(l guilty 
of iierjury, or making any knowingly jfalse 
(daim, be guilty of a misdemeanor, tuid 
upon conviction punished accordingly ; the 
Slieriff of Vancouver's Island being liereby 
empowered to prosecute in such cases^

AVhy not, if you can, bring for- 
waril some well digosted seheiiie — which, ifj 
carried out, would raise suilicient revenue 
to ptij' for surveys, roads, bridges, Ac, itc, 
and such a slatf of oflicials, as j'ou your- 
selves think necessary for tho maintenance 
of order and good government in this young 
and rising Colony / 

In bringing forward your proposal, how- 
ever, do not forget timt the lloino (iovern- 
mont distinctly prohibits squatting on the 
lands, before they are surveyed; and with 
equal distinctness state that the Colony 
must be self-supporting.
